Already hard _ frosty 
weather is reported from some 
parts of the Ukraine; but not 
until this spreads throughout the 
whole front, and hardens the 
ground again, can either attackers 
or counter-attackers hope to bring 
about any lightning change in the 
situation. The mechanised forces 
and artillery which are the back- 
bone of the present operations on 
the Dnieper can do nothing spec- 
tacular as long as they are “ mud- 
slogging.”’
